Keeping the general 
academic calendar of the college and North Bengal University in the main the department sets 
internal test, weekly Unit Test, co-curricular activities for the year and the same in being 
distributed among the students at the beginning of the academic session. Details of the internal 
Class Test for the year 2010-2015 (August in two section A & B).

The meeting of the teachers’ will be held if the agenda demands the opinions, point of view 
of the whole college teaching staff, if necessary the non-teaching & the students’ representatives 
will be involved.
